under constant study. 
Each has its own dep art­ 
ment. so to sp eak, and is correlated with all 
the others in their work in the body. 
Besides these, there are other very 
u se fu l 
glands. 
Among

p arathyroids. 
They are very small glands, not larger than a 
kernel of wheat. 
They are found in connection 
with the thyroid gland, their number running 
(rom two to twelve, as the case may be. 
The function of these glands is to control 
the amount of calcium or lime in the

stream, just as insulin controls the blood sugar 
level. 
Research has not yet shown all the effects 
of these glands, but they are known to be im­ 
p ortant.
